Rough Journey for Peace Agents.

By reason of disrupted 
railroads, burned bridges, derailments 
and other vicissitudes, what would-have 
been a mere jump* across the Rio 
Grande, required seven whole days, 
often changes of cars, from railroads 
to horses and circumscribing of the 
state. The last stage of the journey 
was by horse from Bauche, 20 kilome- 
ters south of here, where the battle 
was fought last Saturday. Senor Moye 
rode at the head of the weary caval- 
cade with a flag of truce. The emblem 
ordinarily is a towel, and served faith- 
fully for the party during the rougher 
parts of the trip in that capacity. It 
did not live up to its new dignity, for 
occasionally Moye’s arm would tire, 
and the “flag” would get so tangled in 
the castus that the services of half of 
party were required to release it.

VER MEXICO CITY 
AS THE OUTCOME OF EVENTS 


Mexico City, April 21.—While all de- 
vou8 Catholics, at the request of the 
archbishop, began today to join in a 
prayer for the re-establishment of 
peace, official Mexico sees no way to 
avoid the conflict at Juarez. Still re- 
fusing to treat with the rebels, the gov- 
ernment has ignored the “ultimatum” 
issued by Francisco I. Madero. 

Optimists continue to believe that 
the promised battle may yet be. avoid- 
ed, but the number of optimists in Mex- 
ico continues to grow smaller each day, 
and tonight residents of the capital 
have been given a new cause for appre- 
hension. 

Two days ago a controversy arose at 
the agricultural school between the 
students and the director, which re- 
sulted in the sending of a small de- 
tachment of soldiers to the institution 
to preserve order. The incident ap- 
peared to have been closed when the 
students of the school of medicine came 
forward with grievances last night and 
today after having received promises 
of support from Pueblo schools, when 
“student question” assumed a political 
character.

Mexican officials today\would not ad- 
mit the receipt of Madero’s promise not 
to attack Juarez for twenty-four hours 
more and his demand for the resigna- 
tion of President Diaz within that time. 
Unofficially, however, it is known that 
the rebel leader’s proposition has been 
received. To admit its receipt would 
be to recognize the revolutionists. This 
is the attitude of the government. 

That President Diaz thinks of yield- 
ing to the terms is not considered as 
the remotest possibility.

Long-Promised Measure 
England Passes Second 


Reading. 


London, April 21.—The government’s 
copyright bill passed

commons. The measure not only sets 
forth amendments based on the copy- 
right convention of 1908, but codifies 
the common law on copyright-and the 
existing statutes, numbering about 
twenty. Copyright under the amended 
would run as a general-_rule dur- 
ing the life of the author and fifty 
years after. Foreign authors may 
acquire copyright by making § first 
publication within the British demin- 
ions, but may be deprived of it by the 
government if the country to which 
they belong refuses adequate protec- 
tion to British authors. 

Imprisonment is substituted for a 
fine as @ punishment for piracy and 
there is a clause giving authors pro- 
tection against performances of any 
copyright work from pirated copies. 

Photographs, gramophone records 
and perforated music rolls are to have 
copyright, the term being for fifty 
years from the time the negative or 
plate is made.

The right man has apparently been chosen to direct this in-' 
vestigation.

Month after month -has gone by and the “difficulties which | 
momentarily beset” Mexico’s path are further from removal than 
ever. 

Mexican business stagnates. Famine threatens the land. 

More significant than all, the world is coming to a realization 
that “popular government” in Mexico has been more or less a 
painted pretense, that universal suffrage has all along been only a 
phrase, and that the jerky insurrection in the northern Mexican 
states represents a disaffection that is national. : 

True, the protest is not levelled against Diaz. It is against 
the system that has grown up under his iron hand, and also against 
the inability of a very old and very feeble man to see other than 
what is told him by interested cabineteers.

After a session lasting two days, the 
railroad commission yesterday after- 
noon concluded the hearing of evidence 
for and against the proposed increase 
in the switching rate from $2 per car 
to as much as $9 per car. 

The commission spent all of Thurs- 
day in hearing from the railroads as 
to why the increased switching rate 
should be allowed, and then spent all 
of Friday in hearing frém the shippers 
who are opposed to the advance in the 
rate. : 

When all the evidence was in, the 
commission announced late Friday aft- 
ernoon that it would take up the hear- 
ing again on May 5, and at that time 
will hear the argument of attorneys for 
and against the proposed increase. 

Petitions in Evidence. 

Attorney W,.. A. Wimbish, represent- 
ing the shippers, put in evidence a 
number of petitions and letters from 
Shippers at Newnan, Albany, Athens, 
Columbus, Americus, Macon and other 
points, protesting against the preposed 
inerease. 

J. B. Webb, assistant to the treas- 
urer of the Southern Manufacturing 
Company; J.C. Gentry, treasurer of the 
Atlantic Coal and Ice Corporation, and 
others, introduced an array of facts 
and figures tending to show that the 
switthing rate of $2 per car, now 
charged by the railroads, is sufficient, 
and that any advance will impose a 
burden upon the shippers. Mr. Webb 
declared that the maximum cost of in- 
dustrial switching per car by the rail- 
roads is $1.72, which, he said, would 
give the railroads a profit of 28 cents] 
per car under thg present rate of $2.

The woman is Mrs. Francis J. Shaw, 
of Chicago, and she has invented a 
new method in the manufacture of 
brick which will revolutionize in time 
that industry everywhere. 

Through this method which Mfs. 
Shaw has patented, brick goes through 
every process from the time it is 
ready for the kiln until it comes out 
in four hours’ time, instead of the 
former process which requires from 
two to three weeks. 

The.invention is no longer ‘in the 
theoretical or experimental stage; it 
is not being put in operation so far 
away the doubting Thomases can’t see 
for themselves, for Mrs. Shaw has 
spent the winter in Atlanta; has su- 
perintended the building of a kiln at 
the Palmer brick plant; has installed 
her machinery, and has started the 
work, which most successfully shows 
the power of her invention, and is

now commencing the installation of 
a kiln in Savannah and Athens. 
Atlanta, however, enjoys the dis- 


tinction of having the second kfin fn 
the world which has‘the new inven- 
tion in process, the other plant suc- 
cessfully employing the patent being 
in Minnesota. 

The plant in which Mrs. Shaw’s in- 
vention is used does not differ in ap- 
pearance to any other aid the method 
apparently of getting the brick 
through the various processes before 
completion differs little from the fet- 
mer old method, Mrs. Shaw’s patent 
lying in the speed of the process, and 
the method in which the kiln is con- 
structed; sgthe heat attained and sus- 
tained. ) 

A Glimpse at the Plant. 

The kiln of the Atlanta plant which 
has been completed and put in oper- 
ation in the Jest few days is 240 feet 
long ang the nifmber of brick being 
put through: the process at one time 
last night was 16,500. There were 
thirty-three cars upon each of which 
were 500 brick, 

The 16,000 were exactly eight hours 
in going through the entire ptocess 
of completion from the time they were 
rolied in the kiln still damp, until they 
were rolled out the far end of’ the 
kiln on to an inclined plane which car-

The degree of heat registered while 
the brick were about half prepared was 
1,875 degrees. The number of men 
employed making the brick, loading it, 
in the engine department and unload- 
ing it were twenty-eight, this inclu- 
sive of the expert in charge and the 
superintendent of work. 

It is explained that in the Minne- 
sota kiln *the same number of brick 
would require just half the time—four 
hours—to be ready for delivery, owing 
to the difference of the clay, and, 
therefore, that it will take time to 
aiapt the process invented by Mrs. 
Shaw to the particular clay materials 
in the section where the invention is 
being applied. 

Students of the Georgia School of 
Technology are daily visitors to the 
kiln, and a young student from the 
University of Indiana, Ross Graybel, 
is the present expert in charge while 
Mrs. Shaw superintendents the build- 
ing of the kilns in Athens and Savan- 
nah. Experts and men interested in 
the brick business are eagerly watch- 
ing the results of what they declare 
to be the marvelous invention of the 
little woman from Chicago. 

5 Her Story. 

Mrs. Shaw’s story is one interesting 
and proves that the now popular the- 
ory that the boy or girl should have 
his or her individual talent or incli- 
nation considered fn their educational 
training is the right one.

It was the enterprise of an Atlanta 
concern which inspired it, and another 
instance of twentieth century progress- 
iveness, which made it possible. 

The Phillips & Crew Company, At- 
lanta’s big piano and music house, 
which also sells Victor talking ma- 
chines, has about decided to adopt the 
long distance telephone scheme as one 
of their methods of exteriding their 
sales of records outside Atlanta, and 
last night’s record-sending was a test. 

There is nothing so persuasive as let- 
ting a man enjoy a little bit of a good 
thing you would have him buy, and 
a thousand silver-tongued agents sent, 
say, to Macon to describe to a pros- 
pective purchaser of a talking ma- 
chine the beautiy of Caruso’s voice and 
the perfection of its reproduction coyld 
not be as convincing in a week as ten 
minutes of Caruso himself singing 
through the telephone. « 

So the scattered Atlanta audience 
found last night.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, April 21.—Prices of cot- 
ton have advanced partly on account 
of brighter state of trade in England. 
Liverpool spot sales have reached a 


large aggregate and Manchester has 
reported an excellent demand for both 
cloths and yarns. Indeed. the outlook 
for Lancashire’s trade had so percepti- 
bly improved that its spinners seem 
more than ready to buy the actual 
cotton freely with the view of laying 
in a good reserve supply. Moreover, 
there are reports of too much rain in 
the eastern and central sections of 
the belt. The weekly government 
Weather report stated,. in substance, 
that the recent rainfall had been above 
the normal over considerable of the 
great cotton region of the south. Some 
replanting has been found necessary. 
At times, too, the weather has been 
unusually cold. The spot markets have 
been strong. Small receipts, both at 
the rts and the interior towns, have 
continued to attract attention and have, 
with the outflow of cotton to Europe, 
pointed to bullish week-end statistics. 
There are reports of a somewhat 
better state of things in some quarters 
of the cotton goods trade. It is not 
claimed that there is any marked im- 
provemeet. but the expansion of busi- 
ness in Lancashire, it is argued, must 
sooner or later extend to the United 
States.. Powerful Wall street interests 
are arrayed on the bull side, and if 
the May option seems to many a thing 
of the past, the spurt in July and Au- 
gust, particularly in August, sSugeests 
the bag geen d of interesting times 
ahead in those options. The acreage 
planted is probably the largest on rec- 
ord. Meantime, however, the market 
continues to be 8 clearly of a manipu- 
lated character that many refuse to 
trade in the old crop months, which 
are so obviously under the thumb of 
certain capitalists in the financial @is- 
trict. Trade in cotton goods, as a 
rule, is bad, partly owing to the o nid 
backward sprin over most of the 
U nited States. urtailment of produc- 
tion is still.a noticeable feature. Amer- 
ican spinners appear to »e buying the 
Taw cotton On a very small gca'a They 
are selling many, if not most goods 
at @ loss, and are thorouzhly disgust- 
ed with the situation, seeing no im- 
mediate prospect of an improvement.
